Town  Meetings  and  the  Procedure  Thereat, 

Article  1 

The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  Town  Officers  shall  be  held 

on  the  first  Monday  in  March  in  each  year.  The  polls  shall  be  open 

* 

at  five- thirty  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  shall  remain  open  until 
four- thirty  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  they  shall  be  closed, 
and  it  shall  be  xAxIikp t  so  stated  in  the  Warrant  calling  said  meet¬ 
ing. 

All  business  of  the  annual  meeting,  except  the  election  of  such  of* 
fleers  and  the  determination  of  such  matters  as  are  by  law  require^, 
to  be  elected  and  determined  and  the  apprpreation  of  money  in  an¬ 
ticipation  of  the  payment  of  taxes  shall  be  considered  at  the  ad¬ 
journment  thereof,  which  adjournment  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Monday  of  March  at  seven- thirty  o'clock  P.  M, 

* 

fJarrants  for  Town  Meetings  shall  be  seeved  by  posting  an  attested 
copy  of  the  same  in  the  Post-office  and  at  the  Town  Hall,  seven 
days,  at  least,  before  thek  day  appointed  for  said  meeting. 

The  Mali;  presiding  officer  may  entertain  motions  without  being  second¬ 
ed,  whenever  in  his  judgement  such  procedure  is  consistent  with 
good  order  and  proper  transaction  of  business. 

The  presiding  officer  may  decline  to  put  motions  obviously  frivolous 
or  tending  to  disorder. 

The  presiding  officer  in  propounding  questions  involving  different 
sums  shall  put  the  largest  sum  first  and  in  questions  involving  tine 
the  longest  time  first. 

No  article  in  the  Warrant  passed  over,  or  under  which  further  action 
has  been  indefinitely  postponed,  shall  be  again  taken  into  conside; 
ation  unless  ordered  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  present  and  voting. 

No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  any  question,  except  to 
answer  an  inquiry  or  to  give  information  requested,  without  first 
obtaining  leave  of  the  mareting,  and  then  not  until  others  who  have 
not  spoken  upon  the  question  shall  have  spoken  if  they  desire. 

At  any  Town  Meeting  held  for  the  transaction  of  town  business,  no 
person  whose  name  is  not  upon  the  list  of  voters  shall  be  admitted 
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to  the  Iloor  of  the  hall,  and  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constables 
and  police  officers  to  enforce  this  by-law,  but  the  same  shall  not 
apply  to  the  annual  state  and  town  elections  while  the  voters  are 
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casting  their  ballots  and  pending  the  declaration  of  the  same.

Articles  in  the  ^arrant  shall  be  acted  upon  in  the  order  in  which 
they  stand,  except  that  the  Moderator  may,  upon  request  and  for  re¬ 
asons  stated,  entertain  the  motion  to  take  up  an  article  out  of  it|s 
regular  order. 

No  motion,  the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  dissolve  a  Town  Meeting 
shall  be  in  order  until  every  article  in  the  Warrant  has  been  duly 
considered  and  acted  upon,  but  this  shall  not  preclude  the  post¬ 
ponement  of  action  on,  or  consideration  of  any  article  to  an  adjourn¬ 
ment  of  the  meeting  to  a  stated  time. 

« 

All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  unless  otherwiss 
specially  directed  by  the  meeting,  and  all  committees  so  appointed 
shall  be  directed  to  report  within  a  definite  time.  If  a  co  Jiiitte3 
does  not  report  within  the  time  stated, or  at  the  first  Towm  Meeting 
thereafter,  it  shall  be  considered  discharged. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  any  vote  must  be  made  before  the  final  ad¬ 
journment  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  vote  was  passed;  but  a  motioK 
to  reconsider  shall  not  be  made  at  an  adjourned  meeting  unless  the 
mover  has  given  notice  of  his  intention  to  make  such  a  motion  at 
the  session  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  vote  was  passed.  There  can 
be  no  reconsideration  of  a  vote  once  reconsidered,  and  when  recon¬ 
sideration  has  once  been  refused  by  the  meeting  the  Moderator  shall 
not  entertain  a  subsequent  motion  to  reconsider. 

The  Selectmen  shall  insert  in  all  Town  Meeting  Warrants  an  article 
providing  for  the  receiving  of  reports  of  any  outstanding  committee 
The  Town  shall  print  its  Warrants  and  the  action  taken  thereon  in 

the  next  Annual  Town  Officers  Report.

The  duties  of  the  presiding  officer,  except  as  herein  prescribed, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  general  rules  of  Parlimentary  Practice 
as  laid  down  in  Cushing's  Law  and  Practice  of  Legislative  ^ssembli^s, 
so  far  as  applicable  to  Town  Meetings. 
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Finance  Committee 

Article  11.  (ttV) 

0 

There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee  consisting  of  nine  voters  of  tfhe 
Town,  no  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  town  officer  elected  by  ballot,  or 
an  appointed  official  receiving  a  salary.  'The  members  of  this  com¬ 
ma  mittee  shal  serve  without  pay. 

Hie  Finance  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  The 
Moderator  elected  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  the  year  1917,  shall 
in  April  of  that  year  appoint  a  Finance  Committee,  three  of  whom  shall 
be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years,  three  for  a  term  of  two  years 
and  three  for  a  term  of  one  year.  The  Moderator  elected  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  in  each  year  thereafter,  shall  in  April  of  that  year  appoint 
three  members  of  said  Finance  Committee  to  serve  for  a  term  of  thre|s 
yejfar.  The  term  of  said  members  shall  commence  on  May  first  of  the 
year  of  their  appointment. 

Said  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator  and  Qhoose 

its  Chairman  and  Clerk.  The  ^ormuittee  shall  forthwith  fill  by  ap- 

0  - 

pointment  any  vacancies  which  occur  in  its  membership,  and  said  ap¬ 
pointee  shall  serve  for  the  remainder  of  his  predecessor's  term  of 
office. 

The  Finance  Committee  3hall  consider  matters  relating  to  thexsqapaifefc- 


ocmEK  appropreatlon,  the  borrowing  and  the  expenditure  of  the  money  by 
the  Town,  its  indebtness,  the  methods  of  the  administration  of  its 
various  offices  and  departments,  property  valuation  and  assessments ^ 
and  other  municipal  affairs,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Town  or 
any  town  Board,  officers,  or  committee  relative  to  such  matters. 

The  Finance  Committee,  or  its  duly  authorized  agents,  shall  have 
authority  at  any  time  to  investigate  the  books,  accounts,  records, 
or  management  of  any  office  or  department  of  the  Town,  and  said  Com-' 
Tiittee  may  employ  such  assistance  as  it  deems  advisable  for  that  pur¬ 
pose. 

Maid  books,  accounts  and  records  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 

the  Committee  or  any  person  employed  by  it*  All  officers  and  com- 

1 

nittees  of  the  Town,  either  appointed  or  elective,  shall  furnish  to 
the  Finance  Committee,  upon  request,  information  of  any  kind  relat- 
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ing  to  such  office,  department  or  commitee,  and  shall  upon  request. 
Submit  to  the  inspection  of  the  Finance  Committee  or  its#  duly  aut¬ 
horized  agent,  all  books,  accounts,  documents,  correspondence  and  re 
< lords  of  such  office,  department  or  committee ^ 

No  article  in  any  Town  Warrant,  except  articles  for  the  election  of 
officers  and  the  determination  of  such  matters  as  are  required  by  law 
;o  be  determined  and  the  raising  of  money  in  anticipation  of  the  pay- 
nent  of  taxes,  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  town  until  the  subject  mat¬ 
ter  of  said  article  be  first  submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee  for 
:Lts  consideration  and  report.

Article  111^  . 

The  financial  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  eac}£ 
year. 

the  Town  shall  annually  elect  an  Auditor  of  accounts,  who  shall  aud: 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  Collector, and  Selectmen,  and  in  verii 
fying  the  same  he  shall  examine  the  records  and  accounts  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  boards  of  officers  and  committees:*  of  the  Town.  He  shall  arran 

and  issue  in  convenient  form  at  least  five  days  before  the  Annual 

I 

Meeting  next  succeeding  his  election  the  Annual  Report  of  the  xown 
officers  reporting  to  him.  He  shall  report  any  facts  relative  to  the 
management  of  the  finances  of  the  Town  which  he  may  deem  important. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of 
January  in  each  year  to  cause  to  be  prepared  a  full  and  accurate  state 
ment  of  the  sums  of  money  paid  out  of  the  treasury  during  the  pro¬ 
ceeding  financial  year,  and  to  submit  the  same  with  vouchers  to  the 
auditor.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  Selectmen^,  Overseers 
of  the  Poor,  School  Committee,  Fire  Engineers*,  Trustees  of  the  Tovfti 
Library,  Cemetery  Trustees,  and  other  Town  Officers  on  or  before  the 
fifth  day  of  January  in  each  year  to  report  in  writing  to  the  Auditor, 
giving  specific  facts  and  information  relative  to  the  condition  anc. 
management  of  their  respective  departments,  and  carefully  prepared 
estimates  of  appropriations  required  for  year  ensuing. 

The  Annual  Report  of  Town  Boards,  Officers,  and  committees  shall 
include  a  list  nfxikK  and  the  amounts  thereof  of  all  unpaid  bills  , 
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The  Selectmen  shall  have  authority  as  agents  of  the  Town  to  prosec 
or  defend  all  suits  in  its  name  and  to  compromise  claims  against  the

Town,  unless  it  is  otherwise  ordered  by  vote. 


or 


The  Selectmen  shall  have  charge  of  the  Town  House,  the  grounds  about 

the  same  and  the  buildings  thereon. 

No  money  shall  be  paid  from  the  Treasury,  except  the  State  and  County 
taxes,  and  notes  and  interest  thereon,  without  an  order  therefor  sign¬ 
ed  by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen  and  designating  the  appropreation 
from  which  3aid  order  shall  be  drawn.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Treasurer  to  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  the  ap- 
propreations  made  by  the  Town,  and  all  sums  drawn  from  such  appro- 
preatlons  shall  be  charged  against  such  account  on  the  Selectmen's 
and  Treasurers  books  kept  for  3uch  purpose,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Town  Clerk  to  notify,  in  writing,  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer 
>f  all  appropreations  made  by  the  Town  within  seven  days  from  the  time 
such  appropreations  are  made. 

The  amount  of  orders  drawn  against  any  appropreation  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  the  amount  of  the  same. 

Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  execute  any  deed  conveying  land, 
my  other  instrument  required  to  carry  same  Into  effect  any  vote  of 
ihe  Town,  the  same  shall  be  executed  by  the  Treasurer  in  behalf  of 
,he  Town,  unless  the  Town  shall  vote  otherwise. 

The  Collector  of  taxes  and  the  Collector  for  the  Water  and  Sewer 
iepartments  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  daily  or  weekly, 
according  to  the  receipts,  all  money  received.  That  all  other  de- 
sartments  receiving  money  for  the  town  shall  make  frequent  payments 
e  the  Treasurer. 

The  Collector  of  taxex  shall  have  all  the  powers  confered  by  law  on 
a  Town  treasurer  when  acting  as  collector. 

Poll  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  fourteen  days  after  demand. 

All  other  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  first  day  of  Novem* 
ber  In  each  year.  °n  all  tax©3  not  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  November  in  each  year,  interest  shall  be  collected  at  the  rate  o; 
six  percent  per  annum. 

All  departments  of  the  Town  shall  be  required  to  keep  department  books 
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in  form  to  meet  the  approval  of  the  Town  Auditor. 

No  department  of  the  town  shall  he  allowed  to  pay  bill  from  cur- 
receipts, 

*n  all  departments  of  the  town,  where  for  convenience  and  safety, 

Lt  is  deemed  necessary  to  have  a  bank  account,  said  account  shall  be 
a  Town  account  in  the  name  of  the  department  of  the  Town  for  which 
!  the  money  of  the  Town  is  to  be  used. 

That  all  schedules  of  bills  presented  to  the  Selectmen  for  orders 
upon  the  treasurer  shall  have  the  approval  in  writing  of  the  de¬ 
partment  presenting  the  same. 

jcftii  The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  sole  custody  of  all  bonds  required 
of  the  officers  of  the  Town  and  that  they  be  deposited  in  one  of 
local  banks  for  safe  keeping. 

^ach  beard  of  Town  officers  xhali  and  every  committee  shall  choose 
its  own  chairman  and  clerk  or  secretary,  who  shall  keep  records  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  voters  of  the  Town. 

it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  to  aporaise  all  the  property 
i  belonging  to  the  Town  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  and 

enter  the  appraisal  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purposr.  They 

b b 

shall  give  a  copy  of  said  appraisal  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  re- 
report  the  same  to  the  Town  in  connection  with  hia  annual  report. 

The  engineers  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  perform  the  duties  and 
exercise  the  powers  ofS^orest  Fire  Wardens  with,  respects  to  forest 
fires. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  or  any  member  thereof,  in  charge  of 
fighting  a  fire  may  cause  any  street  or  portion  thereof,  in  the  vi¬ 
cinity  of  such  fire  to  be  roped  off,  as  in  his  discretion  he  may  deism 
necessary. 

The  care  of  the  public  library  shall  be  intrusteA  to  a  board  of  nine 

i 

trustees,  three  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually,  who  shall  have 
power  to  make  laws  for  their  own  government,  and  to  make  and  enforce 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  and  usage  of  the  library. 

The  management  and  care  of  the  cemeteries  of  the  Town  shall  be 
intrusted  to  a  board  of  five  trustees.  At  each  Annual  Town  Meeting 
a  trustee  shall  be  chosen  who  shall  h6ld  his  office  for  a  term  of 
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Ihe  proprietors  or  proprietors  of  any  lot  or  lots  in  olther  of  the 
cemeteries  of  the  Term  nay  bequeath  to  the  Town,  or  deposit  with  the 
Measurer  of  the  Town ,  any  sun  of  money ,  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  tho  perpetual  caro  of  such 
lot  or  lota  and  appurtenances  of  tho  sane,  and  tho  Treasurer,  in  the 
none  cf  the  Town,  shall  give  a  oroper  agreement  to  said  proprietors  i 
that  the  income  of  said  nomoy  shall  he  appropriated  for  such  purpose. 
(Ay.  All  moneys  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  or  bequeated  to  the 
Town  for  the  potual  caro  of  any  lot  ar  lota  and  appurtenances,  ohi.ll 
he  kept  apart  from  other  funds  of  tho  Town ,  and  shall  be  designator 
The  Cemetery  Trust  Fund,  and  shall  be  invested  by  the  Treasurer,  trijtfa 
the  advice  of  the  Selectmen,  in  ouch  securities  adfostlszx  as  by  law 
savings  banks  in  this  Commonwealth  may  Invest  in,  and  the  interest 
accrued  on  each  of  the  several  sums  so  Invested,  or  such  part  as 
deemed  nodes sary  by  the  trustee,  shall  be  expended  annually  for  tb* 
cere  of  the  lot  or  lots  and  appurtenances  entitled  thereto.

(D)  •  T^e  lots  in  the  cemeteries  shall  not  bo  used  for  any  oilier 
purpose  than  tk  a  burial  place  for  the  dead.  Proprietors  shall

keep  their  lots,  trees,  fences,  shrubbery  and  monuments  in  a  con¬ 
dition  satisfactory  to  the  trustees;  and  if  the  proprietors  fail 
to  place  them  in  ouch  a  condition,  on  being  requested  to  do  so,  tlie 
trustees  are  authorized,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  enter  all 
such  lots  and  properly  caro  for  them,  and  charge  the  expense  of 

doing  the  sat®  to  tho  several  owners  thereof.

(C) .  The  trustees,  in  making  sales  of  lots  shall  Insert  in  the  in¬ 
strument  of  sale  such  restrictions  and  conditions  as  ap  ear  suitable 
and  proper,  and  all  moneys  received  from  such  sales  shall  bo  paid 


into  tho  treasury. 

(f>) .  TJo  person  shall  tear  or  injure  any  fence  or  erection  enclosing 
any  cemetery  or  place  of  burial  of  the  dead  in  the  Town,  or  Shall 
trespass  upon  such  place  by  resorting  thereto  to  engage  in  any  apobt 

i 

or  game,  or  by  crossing  any  such  enclosure  for  convenience  or  othejE 
wise,  except  in  the  avenues  end  walks,  or  appropriate  any  part  of 
any  such  enclosure  to  any  use  other  than  for  burial  purposes. 
Whoever  violates  the  provision  ofx  this  by-law  shall  be  liable  to 
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fine  of  not  less  than  tftro  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  of*' 
fence. 

(E) .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  examine  into  all  tres¬ 
passes  enumerated  in  these  by-laws  relating  to  cemeteries  and  to 
complain  of  all  persons  offending  against  the  same,  as  well  as  aga:.ns1 
the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  relating  to  the  preservation  of 
cemeteries  and  places  of  burial. 

No  Town  employe  working  by  the  day  or  hour  shall  be  employed  more 
than  nine  hours  in  any  one  day  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  in 
which  case  the  employe  shall  receive  fifty  percent  Increase  of  pay 
for  all  such  overtime. 

Mo  board  of  officers  of  the  Town,  elective  or  appointive  nor  any 
committe  or  member  thereof,  nor  any  agent  or  employee  of  such  member, 

t 

shall  directly  or  indirectly  be  interested  in  any  contract  with  the 
1  ovm£  for  the  employment  of  labor,  expenditure  of  public  mone^.,  the 
purchase  of  materials  or  supplies,  the  construction,  alteration  or 
repairs  of  any  public  works  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  Towr , 
nor  the  care  custody  or  management  thereof  if  said  board,  committee 
or  member  is  anywise  entrusted  or  charged  with  ikKany  duty  or  XECshBrii 
authority  in  connection  therewith,  except  that  where  competitive  bids 
are  called  for,  for  the  employment  of  such  labor  or  purchase  of  such 
materials  or  supplies  as  are  herein  provided,  any  such  member  or 
person  may  submit  a  bid  and  may  be  awarded  the  contract  if  his  bid 
be  the  lowest  submitted. 

Truancy . 

Article  IV. 

The  Town  of  Wes thorough  hereby  avails  Itself  of  the  several  proviso 
ions  of  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  now  in  force,  relating  to 
habitual  truants  and  absentees  from  school. 

(A) .  One  or  more  truant  officers  shall  he  appointed  annually,  whos 
duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  all  violation  of  the  truant  laws, 
and  the  laws  relating  to  compulsory  education,  and  to  do  all  act 
required  of  them  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth* 

(B) .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  truant  officer,  prior  to  making 
any  complaint  under  these  laws,  to  notify  the  truant  or  absentee  £

from  school,  also  his  parent  or  guardian,  of  the  offence  committed  , 
and  the  penalty  therefor;  and  if  the  truant  officer  can  obtain  sat¬ 
isfactory  pledges  for  the  restraint  and  reformation  of  the  child, 
he  may  f orb cor  to  prosecute  so  long  as  such  pledges  are  faitfully 
kept. 

(C).  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  truant  officers  to  keep  a  full  re¬ 
cord  of  all  their  official  acts,  and  make  an  annual  report  thereof 
to  the  School  Committee. 

Dealers  in  stank  and  Keeper u#  of  £unk  ShopS. 

Article  V. 


The  Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  to  be  dealers  in  and  keep¬ 
ers  of  shops  for  thexxurpsxB  purchase,  sale  or  barter  of  junk,  old 
metals,  or  second  hand  articles;  and  no  person  shall  be  a  dealer  in 
or  keeper  of  a  shop,  KEuhgrj iBngfc'im '-t±& arise  as  aforesaid  without  such 
a  license,  and  no  person,  tinder  such  a  license,  or  on  the  licensed 
premises  shall  pur chase,  barter,  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  new  or 
unused  articles  or  material. 


Every  person  so  licensed  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  writ¬ 
ten,  at  the  time  of  every  purchase  of  any  article,  a  description  thfere 
of,  and  the  name,  age  and  residence  of  the  person  from  whom,  and  the 
day  and  hour  when  such  purchase  was  made;  and  sue ^ book  shall  at  all 
times  he  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Selectmen,  and  the  inspection 
of  any  person  by  them  authorized  thereto. 

Every  person  so  licensed  shall  put  in  a  conspiclous  and  suitable 
place  on  his  shop  a  sign  having  his  name  and  occupation  legibly  in¬ 
scribed  thereon  in  large  letters;  and  he  shall  at  all  times  allow 
his  shop  and  premises  and  all  articles  of  merchandice  therein  to  be 
examined  by  the  Selectmen,  or  by  any  person  by  them  authorized  to 
make  examination;  he  shall  comply  forthwith  with  all  directions  and 
requirements  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Health  wi£h  respect 

t 

to  the  appearance  and  sanitation  of  the  articles  on  said  premises. 

KS  Ho  person  so  licensed  shall  directly  or  indirectly,  either  purchase 
or  receive  by  way  of  barter  or  exchange  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid 
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except  rags  and  bottles  of  a  minor,  knowing  or  having  reason  to 
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believe  him  to  be  such. 

No  person  so  licnesed  shall  sell  or  permit  to  be  sold  any  article 
purchased  or  received  by  him  until  at  least  one  week  from  the  date 
of  its  purchase  or  receipt  have  elapsed. 

All  licenses  granted  under  this  article  shall 


expire  on  April  30  of  each  year,  and  may  be  revoked  by  the  Selectman 
at  their  pleasure. 

All  licenses  granted  under  this  article  shall  state  the  location  o: 
the  premises  upon  which  it  is  to  be  exercised,  and  there  shall  be 
printed  thereon  a  copy  of  this  article,  and  said  licenses  shall  be 
subject  to  all  bjc-laws  of  the  town  or  the  regulations  of  the  Select 
men  now  relating  thereto,  or  hearefter  to  be  enacted  or  made. 


Tfrhoever,  not  being  licensed  as  herein  provided,  keeps  such  shop  or 
is  such  dealer,  or  being  licensed,  keeps  such  shop  or  is  such  dealer 
in  any  other  place  or  manner  than  designated  in  his  license,  shall 
forfeit  Twenty  Dollars  for  such  offence;  and  whoever  violates  any 
provision  of  this  article  or  any  regulation  or  restriction  contained 
in  his  license,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  Twenty  Dollars  for  each 
offence . 

Junk  Collectors. 


Article  VI.

The  Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  as  junk  collectors,  to 
collect,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  junk,  old  metals  and  second  hand 
articles  from  place  to  place  in  the  Town;  and  no  person  shall  en¬ 
gage  in  the  business  of  collecting  junk,  old  metals  or  second  hand 
articles  without  such  license. 

The  Selectmen  may  require  that  such  collectors  and  persons  an 

their  employees  or  agents,  shall  display  badges  upon  their  person  or 
Vehicles,  or  upon  both,  when  engaged  in  collecting,  transporting  or 
dealing  in  junk,  old  metals  or  second  articles;  and  may  prescribe 
the  design  of  such  badge. 

The  Selectmen  require  that  any  place,  vehicle  or  recepticle  used 
for  the  collecting  or  keeping  of  the  articles  aforesaid,  may  be  ex- 
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amined  at  all  times  by  the  Selectmen  or  by  any  person  by  them  auth| 
or i zed  to  make  such  examination. 


No  person  licensed  as  a  Junk  collector,  shall  directly,  or  indirec

Aides  aforesaid,  except,  rags  or  bottles  of  a  minor,  knowing  or  hav¬ 
ing  reasons  to  believe  him  to  be  such. 

All  licenses  granted  underxtfcbrx  the  provisions  of  thi3  article  shaM 
expire  on  April  30  of  each  year  and  may  be  revoked  by  the  Select^ 
men  at  their  pleasure. 

Whoever  not  bfting  licensed  as  a  junk  collector,  collects  junk  in  vi¬ 
olation  of  Section  1  of  this  article  shall  forfeit  Twenty  Dollars; 
whoever  being  licnsed,  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  arti¬ 
cle,  or  any  rule,  regulation  or  restriction  contained  in  his  license, 
or  any  requirement  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  made  in  accord.ar.ce  with 
the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  Twenty 
Dollars  for  each  offence. 

■^very  license  issued  under  ikisx  the  provisions  of  this  article 
shall  bear  a  copy  of  the  provisions  of  this  article,  and  all  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Selectmen  made  in  accordance  herewith.

Article  Vll. 

ho  building  shall  be  moved  over  a  public  street  without  a  written 
permit  from  the  Selectmen  and  no  permit  shall  be  given  by  the  Sel¬ 
ectmen  for  moving  any  building  when  it  will  cause  the  destruction 
or  serious  injury  of  any  tree  or  shrub  standing  on  the  street,  or 
owned  by  any  citizen,  or  projecting  over  the  street,  unless  the 
i?ritten  consent  of  the  person  on  or  in  front  of  whose  premises  such 
tree  or  shrub  may  stand  shall  first  be  obtained.  If  any  building 

shall  be  moved  over  or  through  any  public  street,  the  owner  of  such

building,  and  the  person  or  persons  moving  the  same,  shall  jointly 
And  severally  be  liable  to  the  town  for  all  damages,  costs  and  ex¬ 
pense  for  which  the  Town  may  be  liable,  or  which  it  may  be  compel¬ 
led  to  pay  in  consequence  of  such  act,  or  any  obstruction,  encum¬ 
brance  or  injury  occassioned  thereby. 
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No  person  shall  break  or  dig  up  the  ground^  in  any  street  or  square 
in  the  Town,  nor  3et  up  any  post,  fence  tree  or  odgestone  in  any 
street  or  square  in  the  Town,  without  a  license  from  the  Selectmen. 
No  person  shall  suffer  any  annlmal  under  his  control*#  to  pasture 
upon  any  public  way,  provided  nothing  herein  shall  effect  the  right 
of  a  person  to  use  his  land  within  the  limits  of  the  way  adjoining 
hi  a  premises. 

4  k*  No  person  alia  11  suffer  a  horse,  or  motor  vehicle  under  his  control 
to  go  at  8n  immoderate  rate  in  fi®  any  public  way  within  the  Town  so 
as  to  endanger  the  life,  safety  or  convenience  of  any  person  right¬ 
fully  being  or  passing  therein. 

No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse,  cattle  or  team  to  any  of 
the  trees  planted  in  the  highway,  streets  or  public  lands  in  the 
Town,  nor  drive  into  the  same  nails,  hooks,  or  staples,  nor  affix 
any  advertisement  or  signboard  thereto. 

No  person  shall  permit  any  animal  or  vehicle  of  any  description  be¬ 
longing  to  him  or  under  his  care,  to  stand  upon  any  public  street, 
sidewalk  or  cross  walk  so  as  to  obstruct  the  free  and  convenient  use 
of  the  same . 

No  person  shall  ride  a  bicycle  upon  the  side  walk;  nor  shall  any  per¬ 
son  continue  to  obstruct  any  sidewalk  pr  public  placex  after  having 
been  requested  by  a  constable  or  police  officer  to  move  away  and  no 
person  shall  stand  or  loiter  in  any  doorway,  adjoining  a  public  way 
or  street,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof. 

No  person  shall  establish  or  maintain  any  shade  or  awning  over  any

part  of  a  3idewalk,  street  or  highway,  unless  the  same  be  securely 
and  3afely  supported  and  unless  the  lowest  part  thereof  be  not  less 
than  seven  and  one  half  feet  above  such  sidewalk. 

No  Person  shall  write,  print  or  otherwise  inscribe  any  notice,  ad- 
verti ament ,  word,  figures  or  pictures  on  any  public  sidewalk  of  the 
Town . 

No  person  shall  throw  or  place  upon  any  sidewalk  or  street  crossing 
any  bana.  skin^,  orange  skin,  or  other  slippery  substance.

Article  Vlll. 

Section  1  These  by-laws  and  the  repeal  of  all  by-laws  hereafter  in  force  shall 
not  effect  any  act  done,  any  right  accrued,  any  penalty  or  liability 
incurred^.,  or  suit,  prosecution,  or  proceeding  pending  at  the  time 
they  take  effect. 

Section  2  All  by-laws  heretofore  in  force  ere  hereby  repealed  and  these  by-laws 
shall  become  effective  when  the  latter  are  approved  and  published  as 
as  required  by  statute.
